Citizens turned in drunk 
driver 


Citizens turned in 
drunk driver 

A 50 year-old man ar¬ 
rested after several citizens 
phoned police to complain of 
an erratic driver has been 
convicted of drunk driving. 

Wayne Richard Green 
pleaded guilty on June 14 to 
a charge of driving with a 
blood alcohol level greater 
than 80 mg per cent. 

Green was pulled over in 
Olds at about 9 p.m. on May 
14. His blood alcohol level 
was 150 mg per cent. 

Judge R. Davie fined 
Green $920 and prohibited 
him from driving for one 
year. 

Man jumped on cars 

A 23-year-old man who 
jumped on two cars after 
coming out of a bar in Olds 
in April will be sentenced 
next month. 

Bradley Neil McKinnon 
pleaded guilty on June 14 to 
two charges of mischief. 

The accused was in a 
“drunken stupor" during the 
incident, prosecutor Danny 
Elliott said. 

About $730 damage was 
done to one of the vehicles, 
court heard. 

“He doesn’t try to offer 
any excuse for his actions,” 
said defence counsel Brian 
Forestell. 

Judge Davie adjourned 
the matter of sentencing to 
July 19, saying, “This kind 
of trashy behaviour gets me 
a little upset at times.” 

Man fined for false 
claims 

A man who collected more 
than $9,000 in government 
benefits although he was not 
eligible to do so has been 
fined. 

Derek Sewepegham 
pleaded guilty to 12 charges 
of unlawfully applying for 
benefits. 

The accused collected 
$9,374 in 2002 and 2003, 
court heard. 

Judge Davie fined him 
$2,400 and ordered him to 
pay compensation. 

Thejudge told the accused 
if he can’t pay the fines he 
can work them off. 

“Having ripped off the 
government, 1 think it’s an 
extremely appropriate thing 


to do,” said Davie. 

Girl threatened school 
mate 

A Sundre girl who repeat¬ 
edly threatened to harm an¬ 
other girl has escaped crimi¬ 
nal prosecution after mak¬ 
ing a deal with the Crown. 

The girl faced charges of 
assault and uttering 
threats. She was scheduled 
to go to trial on June 14. 

The girl was allowed to 


enter into a $500 peace 
bond, whereby she agreed to 
have no contact with the 
complainant for one year. 

Prosecutor Danny Elliott 
described the accused’s ac¬ 
tions as “scary”. The 
Crown and defence agreed 
on the peace bond arrange¬ 
ment. 

If the accused fails to remain 
in good standing with the court, 
she could be brought back to 
court on the original charges.

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Candidates tell all at Forum 



Green Party: Chris Foote NDP: Jeff Horvath

Didsbury residents had 
the opportunity to speak to 
the four Wild Rose candi¬ 
dates in the election, 
Wednesday night at the all 
candidates forum. 

The Didsbury Chamber of 
Commerce organized the fo¬ 
rum, which was held in the 
Multi Purpose Room. 

According to the four can¬ 
didates, incumbent Con¬ 
servative MP Myron 
Thompson, NDP’s Jeff 
Horvath, Liberal’s Judy 
Stewart, and the Green Par¬ 
ty’s Chris Foote, the impor¬ 
tant issues in this campaign 
are health care, BSE, taxes, 
and the environment. 

Approximately 300 people 
attended the forum, some 
asked the candidates tough 
questions and others offered 
their opinions. 

Thompson has had the 
Wild Rose seat since 1993 as 
a Reform Party candidate. 
The Wild Rose riding in¬ 


cludes Didsbury, Olds, 
Sundre, Cochrane and 
Airdrie. 

An issue which arises in 
every election is honesty. 
Many people questioned the 
candidates on their morality. 

“Honesty and morality 
are both very important in 
government,” said 

Thompson. “We do need eth¬ 


ics, and I believe over the 
past ten years I have proven 
mine.” 

If re-elected Thompson 
said he would like to work 
on less taxes for low income 
families, more flexibility for 
people paying back student 
loans, and getting child 
porn abolished. 

The issue of same sex 


marriages came up by an 
audience member, and 
Myron said he feels marriage 
should be a union between 
a man and a women, and 
that same sex couples should 
have a different union. 

The other three candi¬ 
dates’ opinions differed from 
Thompsons, they felt same 
sex couples should be given 
the same rights as hetero¬ 
sexual couples, and they 
should be allowed to marry. 

“We should not discrimi¬ 
nate against anyone,” said 
Horvath. “If two people in 
love want to marry they 
should. Society changes and 
the laws should change with 
it. Being antigay is just un¬ 
acceptable.” 

Stewart had strong feel¬ 
ings about the BSE issue, 
and said it was time to start 
doing something. 

“I do not believe we can 
rely on the US to open the 
borders,” said Stewart. “We 
have to find another way.” 


Foote and the Green Party 
have their own ideas about 
the BSE problem. 

“We need to open other 
markets in places other 
than the US,” said Foote. 
“Like Asia.” 

Another interesting idea 
from the Green Party was to 
give free schooling to sen¬ 
iors. 

“We need to get them more' 
hands on experience,” said 
Foote. “They should start 
going to university.” 

Health care is an impor¬ 
tant issue for all candidates, 
and each one touched on the 
subject. 

Foote believes that to solve the 
ongoing health care issues, we 
need to have healthier people. 

“Healthier people means a 
healthier health care system,” said 
Foote. 

All candidates agree that if they 
are not elected they are going to 
continue to work in the riding to 
promote the Wild Rose the best 
they can. 
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Thompson talks agriculture 


that farm incomes across 
Canada had dropped by 72% 
in 2003 as compared to the 
previous year. 

“This just goes to show the 
arrogance of the Liberals, 
when they are unwilling to 
put the needs of the farmers 
first. 

The Liberal Agricultural 
Policy Framework an¬ 
nounced in 2001 was a faulty 
plan that ignored the input 
of farm groups. This govern¬ 
ment has simply not met its 
responsibilities when it 
comes to our farmers,” stated 
a perturbed Thompson. 

As the Election Campaign 
winds down, and voters make 
their choice on June 28, the 
Conservative Party unveiled 
their agricultural platform to 
provide meaningful assist¬ 
ance to farmers, and allow 
them a productive role in the 
development of agricultural 
policy. 

“A Conservative govern¬ 
ment would support produc¬ 
ers who are struggling 
against conditions outside of 
their control. We would also 
provide enhanced support to 


the agriculture industry,” as¬ 
sured Thompson. 

The Conservative platform 
would also give grain farmers 
the freedom to make their 
own marketing and transpor¬ 
tation decisions, and to vol¬ 
untarily participate in pro¬ 
ducer organizations. 

Furthermore they would 
help industries under the 
protection of supply manage¬ 
ment remain viable and sup¬ 
port the goal of supply man¬ 
agement with a reasonable 
return to the producer. 

“The Liberals have noth¬ 
ing but a track record of bro¬ 
ken promises and failed ini¬ 
tiatives when it comes to the 
farmers. 

Our plan would allow aid to 
go right to the farm gate, 
right to the people who need 
it. When it comes to agricul¬ 
ture, Canadians, and espe¬ 
cially those involved in the 
agriculture industry, have 
the right to demand better 
from their government. 

However, the only way that 
will happen is if we vote Con¬ 
servative on election day,” 
concluded Thompson.

Appeal your taxes 


Dear Editor; 

Once again the farming com¬ 
munity is getting hit with a huge 
tax increase. Take a close look at 
your farm residential tax. The 
mill rate stayed the same on 
farm land, while the assessment 
value on your three acre farm 
residential parcel increased on 
an average of 17.9 percent. 
When our local MLA was asked 
about this increase we believe 
his comments went something 
like this “I was on the commit¬ 
tee the Provincial Government 
set up to discuss increasing farm 
residential assessment, but due 
to the recent BSE, drought and 
grasshopper problem the Pro¬ 
vincial Government shelved all 
discussions. Three municipali¬ 
ties, one being Mountain View 
County volunteered to imple¬ 
ment this increase as an experi¬ 
mental trial to see if it would be 
accepted. If people are having a 
problem with this tax increase 
they should appeal their taxes 
within the 30 days of receiving 
their notice, as that is the only 
option they have in regards to 
this increase.” 

He also indicated that differ¬ 
ent zones will have different in¬ 
creases. Some zones may expe¬ 
rience a 59f increase while other 
areas may receive as high as a 
25^ increase. 

The MVCT Association sug¬ 
gest that perhaps everyone 
should appeal their taxes this 
year. We had a 5 9< increase in 
taxes last year and at that time 
our councillors stated, “it was a 
hard decision to make.” Appar¬ 
ently this year, they didn’t have 
a problem approving a 17.9^ 
farm residential assessment in¬ 
crease. We don’t believe we can 
blame our Provincial Govern¬ 
ment for this one. 


If we all appeal our taxes this 
year, the County would find it 
impossible to hear all the ap¬ 
peals within the next two years. 
If taxes keep going up at this 


rate, maybe we will all be forced 
into a tax revolt in the near fu¬ 
ture.

military budget of $13.5 billion. 

According to the Globe and 
Mail, the proposed Conservative 
military financial plan of $15.1 
billion is actually an underesti¬ 
mation on Harper’s part, as seen 
by examining the Conservative 
leader’s huge gun crazy wish list.

New High School update

Just east of the County 
Office gophers now play on 
the field where before too 
long a brand new $6.4 mil¬ 
lion new high school will rise 
from the ground. 

For many of us this is a 
dream come true. The 
present high school dates 
from 1953. Even back in the 
early 80’s its gym was judged 
inadequate and the move to 
upgrade it, led by the 
school’s Advisory Council, 
ultimately resulted in the 
building of Westglen Middle 
School. 


The high School continued 
in the same facilities - more 
space and a different atmos¬ 
phere with the loss of grades 
seven and eight - but twenty 
years on the building was in 
major need of repair and up¬ 
grading. 

The provincial audit on the 
state of school buildings 
rated Didsbury High as the 
most urgently in need of mod¬ 
ernization in Chinook’s Edge 
School Division. 

Ultimately it made more 
economic sense to build a 
new school for 390 students 
rather than do an extensive 
makeover for a school with a 
capacity of 554. 

This exciting new project 
for Didsbury is distinguished 
by the amount of non archi¬ 
tect input sought for the 
planning. For years, school 
design took the form of a 
package pulled off the shelf 
and given some minor tweaks 
for local circumstances. 
Thankfully, the modern ap¬ 
proach to building projects, 
both new schools and 
modernizations is to have sig¬ 
nificant input from those us¬ 


ing them and from commu¬ 
nity members. 

To effect this we have es¬ 
tablished a Design Team of 
fifteen people that includes 
two architects from Gibbs 
Gage, parent and student 
representatives, the school 
administration, two local 
trustees, central office per¬ 
sonnel, and a representative 
from Alberta Infrastructure. 

So far we have met three 
times and these meetings 
were preceded by an open 
house on April 21 ’04. At 
that meeting we sought pub¬ 
lic input. 

Two key points emerging 
from the questionnaires re¬ 
turned were that the build¬ 
ing be open and bright with 
a gym that is spacious 
enough for high school 
sports and future expansion. 

Some of you may have 
been lucky enough to design 
your own home from scratch. 
You know the endless possi¬ 
bilities of floor plans that can 
go into quite a small area. 
That’s what we’re doing now 
but on a much bigger scale. 
Within the parameters of 


budget, site location, and 
program needs we look at 
various configurations to 
obtain the best use of the 
4,200 sq. meters allocated. 
If, for example, we have big¬ 
ger and more hallways then 
we have less space for other 
teaching areas. 

Already some fundamental 
decisions have been made 
about the building. It will be 
a one storey structure with 
gym, library, band room, fab¬ 
rication and home ec. labs., 
and a student gathering area. 
We are also committed to in¬ 
corporating a number of 
Green Building approaches 
such as using recycled mate¬ 
rials and passive solar heat¬ 
ing. It is a responsible ap¬ 
proach that not only sets an 
example now for students but 
should have cost benefits well 
into the future. 

Since our budget is limited 
to the cost of building con¬ 
struction there are several 
areas where we are seeking 
private or corporate sponsor¬ 
ship. The new school will 
cover only 7% of the fifteen 
acre site and that leaves much 


area to landscape and de¬ 
velop sports fields. We’ll 
need outside help for that. 
We will also need help with 
some aspects of the “Green” 
functioning; such things as 
photo voltaic cells and wind 
turbines have associated capi¬ 
tal costs. 

Another idea that was 
heard during the early stages 
was to incorporate a commu¬ 
nity theatre for local and 
school productions. Roy 
Brassard has approached the 
town on this idea but there 
is little interest at present. 
However, now is the optimal 
time to become involved in 
the design process for those 
wanting to create a facility 
with possible community or 
corporate partnerships. It is 
always more difficult and 
costly to add on afterwards. 

This is the first of several 
ongoing articles written with 
the intent of keeping the com¬ 
munity informed on the new 
high school’s progress. If you

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New lifestyle fits Better Body winner just great 


It just seems natural that Dids- 
bury’s own Selma Brown be cho¬ 
sen as the winner of this year’s Bet¬ 
ter Body Challenge- a fitness and 
lifestyle competition held annually 
at Fitness FX. 

Brown made a conscious effort 
to begin to re-think the fitness and 
lifestyle choices she was making for 
about the past year. Joining the lo¬ 
cal gym (F'itness FX), reaping all the 
persona] training benefits from 
WAM Fitness Consultants and tak¬ 
ing on the Better Body Challenge 
in February just seemed like the 
next logical step. “I was already part 
of TOPS (Take Off Pounds Sensi¬ 
bly) and decided to join the gym back

Fun fly cleared for takeoff Canada Day

Somehow Canada Day in 
Didsbury just wouldn’t be 
Canada Day without the famil¬ 
iar whir and buzz emitted by 
dozens of model airplanes north 
of town. Enthusiasts from across 
the area will once again be 
treated to four hours of airborne 
entertainment thanks to the 
13th Annual RC Fun Fly tak¬ 
ing place Thursday, July 1st from 
12:00 pm - 4:00 pm at the air¬ 
field just outside town. The 
event typically attracts up to 40 
different aircraft flown by pro¬ 
fessional model pilots from clubs 
across the province. Grant Hem¬ 
ming has been a model airplane 
enthusiast for many years and 
is helping organize the event in 
addition to his duties as Treas¬ 
urer of the RC Fun Flyers. "This 


is not a competition...just a relax¬ 
ing, f un day where the public and 
the pilots can come out and enjoy 
seeing some of these aircraft in 
motion.” Hemming hopes the af¬ 
ternoon event will be informative 
to those who may know little 
about what they are actually view¬ 
ing up in the sky. “I’ll be provid¬ 
ing commentary over the sound 
system on just exactly what kind 
of maneuver the aircraft is doing 
and what kind of aircraft is up in 
the air and so on...I hope it will be 
interesting to some of our view¬ 
ers who may not have seen this 
kind of thing before.” Generally 
speaking, Hemming says there 
are typically three different vari¬ 
eties of model aircraft that partici¬ 
pate in the event. “Those are Free 
Flight, Electric or Gas...But 


there’s actually more than that 
available under each of those cat¬ 
egories,” Hemming explains. 
“Most people really have no idea. 
It’s a very diverse hobby.” 

Didsbury’s Annual Fun Fly is 
actually one of about 100 similar 
events held across the province 
each summer. “Competition 
speeds can reach up to 180 miles 
per hour,” Hemming reports, 
“...but ours usually run some¬ 
where between 50 and 80 miles 
per hour. That’s fast enough de¬ 
pending on the kind of aircraft 
you’ve got going.” The one stipu¬ 
lation we really have to enforce 
closely is that any participants in 
the Fun Fly have to be members 
of the Model Aeronautics Associa¬ 
tion of Canada (M. A. A.C.). 

Hemming says a great part of 


the appeal for the event lies in the 
uncertainty of which kinds of 
models will be able to be viewed. 
“We never know what we will get 
until the day arrives,” Hemming 
explains, “...sometimes it’s just 
airplanes, but there have been 
years that we’ve seen helicopters 
and jets out there too. You just 
have to come out and see what’s 
there.” Newcomers to the Fun 
Fly event will find the airstrip by 
traveling one mile north of 
Westglen School, then one mile 
west and 1/2 mile North. “Bring 
your lawnchairs and enjoy the af¬ 
ternoon,” says Hemming. For the 
convenience of the patrons who 
attend the event, a concession 
stand will be available on site. For 
more information, call Grant 
Hemming at 507-3357.

million. Principal and in¬ 
terest payments on the 
debt account for a total of 
$871,575 for 2004. That 
is 4091 of municipal prop¬ 
erty tax alone, or about 
20% of all our revenue.

To honour their father/un¬ 
cle, who fought in both World 
wars, they placed a maple 
leaf, cast in metal, on his 
grave. 

Brothers Norm and Fred 
Hodgson, and their cousin 
Josh Storey, came to 
Didsbury to honour Hugh 
Hodgson, their father/uncle 
with the maple leaf. 

“He fought in both world 
wars,” said Storey. “The first 
one when he was 18 years old, 
and then the second in 
1939.” 

On the maple leaf it reads, 
“One who served their coun¬ 
try”. 

The maple leaf was spon¬ 
sored by the Saskatoon Le¬ 
gion. 

Hugh Hodgson lived in 
Didsbury from 1959 until he 
passed away in 1966. His 
wife Dorothy, continued to 
live here until 1974. 

Presently Dorothy is 106 
years old and resides on the 
Island. She will turn 107 in 
July. 

“We have wanted to put 
something special on his 
grave for awhile,” said Norm 
Hodgson. “This was the time 
we could all get together and 
do it.” 


On the top of the hill going east out of town there's a vacant lot right 
beside 'Windsor Castle'. That's where the Didsbury Auction Mart stood 
and every Wednesday was auction day. Raymond Shantz was the 
auctioneer and range cattle sold for $300 - $500 while pigs brought 
from $ 17 - $30. Raymond was also known as 'Mayor Shantz' as he 
served the people of Didsbury in that capacity for a number of years.

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QUESTION: Would you say that most marital problems 
are caused by sexual difficulties? 

DR. DOBSON: No, the opposite is more accurate. Most 
sexual problems are caused by marital difficulties. Or stated 
another way, couples who have problems in bed often have big¬ 
ger problems during the other 23 1/2 hours in the day. 

QUESTION: What would your recommendation be to a 
young wife and mother whose husband is extremely violent 
and frequently abuses her and their children? 

DR. DOBSON: She should get herself and her kids out of 
the home immediately. Abuse of spouses and children must 
not be tolerated. It's against the law, and the law must be en¬ 
forced. No one has to live in an abusive environment today. 

QUESTION: Do you recommend premarital counseling for 
engaged couples? If so, why? My fiancee and I have spent hours 
getting to know each other over the past year, so why should 
we bother with the time and expense of counseling? 

DR. DOBSON: Premarital counseling is a must and can 
literally be a marriage-saver. Furthermore, these sessions can 
help young men and women overcome the cultural tendency 
to marry virtual strangers. Let me explain. 

The typical couple spends much time talking, as you and 
your fiancee have done. Still, they don’t know each other as 
well as they think they do. That is because a dating relation¬ 
ship is designed to conceal information, not reveal it. Each 
partner puts his or her best foot forward, hiding embarrassing 
facts, habits, flaws and temperaments. 

Consequently, the bride and groom often enter into mar¬ 
riage with an array of private assumptions about life after the 
wedding. Then major conflict occurs a few weeks later when 
they discover they have radically different views on non-nego- 
tiable issues. The stage is set for arguments and hurt feelings 
that were never anticipated during the courtship period. 

That's why I strongly believe in the value of solid, biblical 
premarital counseling. Each engaged couple, even those who 
seem perfectly suited for each other, should participate in at 
least six meetings with someone who is trained to help them 
prepare for marriage. The primary purpose of these encoun¬ 
ters is to identify the assumptions each partner holds and to 
work through the areas of potential conflict. 

The following questions are typical of the issues that a com¬ 
petent counselor will help the couple address together. 

— Where will you live after getting married? 

— Will the bride work? For how long? 

— Are children planned? How many? How soon? How far 
apart? 

— Will the wife return to work after babies arrive? How 
quickly? 

— How will the kids be disciplined? Fed? Trained? 

— What church will you attend? 

— Are there theological differences to be reckoned with? 

— How will your roles be different? 

— How will you respond to each set of in-laws? 

— Where will you spend the holidays? 

-- How will financial decisions be made? 

— Who will write the checks? 

-- How do you feel about credit? 

— Will a car be bought with borrowed money? How soon? 
What kind? 

— How far do you expect to go sexually before marriage? 

-- If the bride s friends differ from the groom’s buddies, how 
will you relate to them? 

— What are your greatest apprehensions about each other? 

— What expectations do you have for each other? 

This is only a partial list of questions to be discussed and 
considered. Then a battery of compatibility tests is adminis¬ 
tered to identify patterns of temperament and personality. 
Sometimes the findings are quite shocking. Indeed, some cou¬ 
ples decide to postpone or call off the wedding after discover¬ 
ing areas of likely conflict.

Murray Snyder is a native Didsburian who is currently criss¬ 
crossing North America on a bicycle.
